railroad jungles in South Omaha. 

Kruger, who with two other vic- 
tims in the city hospital, has only 
a slitht chance to recover; told how 
the 15 men affected had purchased 
two quarts of denatured alcohol at 
@ drug store here. Money for the 
purchase was obtained by begging 
on the streets, Kruger said. 

ALL VICTIMS TRAMPS 

All the victims were members of 
Omaha’s “floating” population, liv- 
ing in cheap, rooming houses and 
hotels while in Omaha. 

With the death of the first seven 
victims in city hospitals last Wed- 
nesday and Thursday, Dr. S. Mc- 
Leglan, Douclas county coroner, 
performed post-mortems on the 
victims and with the announce- 
ment that all had died from alco- 
ho! which close'v, resembled indus- 
trial alcohol p-§:e began a frantic 
search for the source of the liquor. 

Striking time and again at every 
possible clew authorities arrested 
mor2 than a score of allegéd boot- 
lecgers but did not uncover the 
clew. 

Over the week-end three victims 
succumbed to the poison and police 
continued their county-wide search

The hunt went on even more 
thoroughly as another pair of vic- 
tims were brought to city hospital. 
Each of. the dead person’s post- 
mortems has revealed the cause of 
death as alcohol which Dr. Mc- 
Leglan declared “the worst he had 
ever seen.” 

Then today Kruger was: brought 
to the hospital. In a better condi- 
tion than any of the other vic- 
tims police were able to question 
him more closely than any of the 
others and he revealed the source. 

And with his disclosure the 
transient brought to an end one of 
the most prolonged and frantic 
searches in the history of this city. 

But evidence of the affair will 
long: remain, for in potters field 
will be at least twelve graves, in 
the city jails are a score or more 
of men and women who had been 
selling. liquor, and in the hearts of 
many Omaha residents who like 
their liquor is a fear that will be 
slow in. departing.

Flotilla of 12 Ships 
Gets Big Ovation 
On Arrival 


NATAL, Brazil, Jan. 6—(INS)— 
General Italo Balbo, Italian min- 
ister of air, brought his huge black 
seaplane down to the surface of 
the harbor here this afternoon, of- 
ficially completing the first for- 
mation flight of history from 
Rome to Brazil. 

The first plane to touch the wa- 
ter was the leader of the “Black 
Squad,” General Balbo’s own 
squadron. A tremendous cheer 
went up from the large crowd 
which lined the landing bases as 
the pontoons of the leading plane 
skimmed gracefully over the sur- 
face of the water. 


RIO-DE JANERIO, Brazil, Jan. 
6— (INS) —Radio stations here 
early today began to intercept 
messages from the 12 Italian sea- 
planes speeding to South Ameri- 
ca, receiving a number of remark- 
ably clear messages from the fliers. 
The Filotilla, expected to reach 
Natal, Brazil, tonight. 


BOLAMA, Portuguese Guinea, 
Jan. 6— (INS)—Carrying the 
spectacular air exploits of man a 
step further, the flotilla of 12 Ital- 
ian seaplanes commanded by Gen- 
eral Italo Balbo, Il Duce’s air 
minister, was speeding straight 
across the south Atlantic today in 
a triangle formation dash for 
South America. 

The four squardrons of double- 
pontooned monoplanes soared out 
of the harbor here at 2 a. m. bound 
for Natal, Brazil, a water jump of 
some 1,860 miles.

The flotilla has been riding at 
anchor here for the past two 
weeks, awaiting a full moon for 
the hazardous attempt to span the 
south Atlantic. The fliers face a 
strong possibility of encountering 
sudden. tropic storms common dur- 
ing the summer season along the 
route they are flying. . 

Cognizant of the dangers tha 
beset the fliers while over the wa- 
ter, the Italian government took 
precautionary measures to safe- 
guard its aviators even before they 
hopped off on the first stage of 
the flight last December 17, from 
Orbetello, Italy. 

SHIPS ALONG PATH 

A group of Italian crusiers have 
been stationed at various intervals 
across the Atlantic from .east to 
west, cruising an assigned path 
approximately 230 miles apart 
from the next ship. In addition, 
the destroyer Maloccello has been 
posted near Fernando, Noronha, 
Island, of the coast of Brazil, 
with a supply of 2,200 gallons of 
gasoline. 

The air fleet and the naval fleet 
will keep constantly in touch, part- 
ly as a safety measure and partly 
to demonstrate the possibility of 
cooperation between air and naval 
forces on a large scale and over 
long distances. The special radios 
used on the planes were purchased 
in the United States. 

HISTORY FOR AVIATION 

From Natal the flotilla will con- 
tinue to Bahia and finally to Ria 
de Janerio. 

The entire distance from Orbet- 
ello to Rio de Janerio comprises 
6.500 miles. This will be the first 
time in the history of aviation 
that an entire fleet of planes has 
attempted to span an ocean in 
formation flight.

INHALE THROUGH NOSE 

The primary law in _ correct 
breathing is the inhale through the 
nose and never, in regular breath- 
ing, through the mouth. By breath- 
ing through the nose, you protect- 
your lungs from dust and germs 
which would be taken in if we 
breathed in gulps of air through 
the mouth. In ordinary breathing, 
exhale through the nose, but when 
doing any special bredthing exer- 
cise, the air should be expelled 
through the mouth. In proper 
breathing, one does not take a 
consciously long or a consciously 
short breath. Take the breath in 
slowly and notice whether or not 
your chest rises and your stomach 
draws in. This indicates that you 
are breathing from the upper chest 
and is the correct method for or- 
dinary breathing. Many people 
have the erroneous idea that low- 
er diaphragm breathing is correct, 
and while this particular form of | 
inhalation has its uses in certain 
types of exercises designed to de- 
velop the abdominal muscles, it 
should never be substituted for up- 
per diaphragm breathing.

Exercises designed to 
meet the abdominal organs are 
most important and they can be 
practiced at home without great 
trouble and with no _- special 
equipment. Early in the morning 
is best and not more than ten or 
fifteen minutes is required.

Mr. Chester said that at the 
close of 1929 the food companies 
were obliged to make substantial 
write-offs as a result of the rapid 
decline in the prices of raw mat- 
erials.

He 
said that commodity prices are at 
or near bottom in many instances 
and that corporations are begin- 
ning to buy raw materials in larg- 
er qualities. Inventories also are 
at abnormally low levels in the 
food industry and several other 
lines. 

“The food industry,’ Mr. Chest- 
er declared, “‘will make active drive 
for business during the coming 
month. The food companies make 
an active drive for business will be 
rewarded with at least as much 
business as during the past year.”

Mr. McInnerney pointed out 
that the soil is our greatest source 
of new capital and that an annual 
inflow of hundreds of millions of 
new capital is absolutely essential 
for the maintenance and function- 
ing of our financial and industrial 
machinery; also. in the production 
of that new capital it is equally es- 
sential that it shall come from a 
progressing prosperous source. 

“Here in New York,” said Mr. 
McInnerney “we are so surrounded 
by gigantic structures of steel and 
granite that our horizon, I fear, is 
limited. In the present situation 
it is possible we have lost sight of 
the importance of the buying 
capacity of rural America, which 
comprises about 47 per cent of our 
population. Prosperity for the en- 
tire country depends not so much 
on the listed prices of securities 
but more on the profitable produc- 
tion of basic commodities.” 

“Dairying is one of the great in- 
dustries of the country and na- 
turally its operations are vitally 
interlinked with agriculture. The 
National Dajry Products corpora- 
tion pays out to the farmers in 
cash every week approximately 
$5,000,000. The prosperity of those 
sources of capital is, there, of es- 
pecially concern to such organiza- 
tions as National Dairy and, as I 
have said, in final analysis the key 
to any solution of such disturbed 
conditions as we are now experi- 
encing.

Hunters Slaughter 
Idaho’s Wild Game 


LEWISTON, Idaho. — (INS) — 
The past year has been a fatal 
one for big game in Central Idaho. 
An army or 1,874 hunters made 
life miserable for the forest deni- 
zens and tcok a toll of 981 from 
the big game ranks. 

The kills were classified as 521 
deer, 402 elk, 32 goats and 26 
bears, according to game warden 
control stations. 

Harry Walrath, assistant chief 
game warden, esfimated the hunt- 
ers paid an average of $1 per 
pound to hunt big game in Idaho. 
Elk averated 400 pounds to the 
animel.
